Three Stomachs, Each Has 


Its Function. 


W. P. Fahay in The Farmer: 
The proper feeding o'f a cow Is a 


question that many dairy-men differ 
on. As we all know, a cow has four 
stomachs, each with its own work to 
do. The first stomach Is a storehouse; 
the second a sieve; tho third a wringer 
and grinder, and the fourth a real 
stomach for digestion, 


AH bulky matter goes into the 


first stomach or storehouse through 
an ingenious slit in the gullet between 
the mouth and the third stomach. 
Water, 
re-chewed 
feed 
and 
fine 


matter pass over the silt Into tho 
third stomach, water being a fluid, 
conforms to the shape of the gullet 
and slides over the slit Into the 
third stomach, and a. large part of 
the 
heavy 
feed, 
14ke cotton-seed 


meal or linseed-meal, when fed by 
Itself is very 
« pt -to go directly to 


the third stomach and not drop into 
the first stomach, where it ehould 
go. 


AVOID HEAVY FEEI>9. 


Heavy 
feeds 
should be avoided 


The 
ideal 
ration is palatable and 


bulky so that the first stomach is 
filled fuJl of feed that has to be 
•hewed as a cud. Some farmers believe 
{ that the cud is a formation of »Jb- 


•tance that the cow has r«ady to 
chew any time she wants if to make 
the necessary saliva to go to the 
stomach 
a-nd help digest the feed. 


This is an error, because after n cow 
ha* finished eating, she lies down 
and begins to chaw her cud. In other 
words, she throws up (regurgitates) 
her cud, wftich is really a portion of 
the feed lodging In the first »tom«ch. 


CHEWED VERY FINE. 


This feed returns to the mouth, a 


few ounces at a time, is chewed very 
fine, 
mixed 
wuth saliva, and then 


swallowed again. This time It Is not 
a large, bulky ball, but a small, slip- 
pery mass. It passes over the silt in 
the gullet and Into the third stomach. 


THE SECOND STOMACH. 


Tihe second ctomach ot the cow is 


simply an addition to the first, but 
Its purpose Is to catch stones and 
foreign matter, and It has a heavy 
lining or membrane, -which looks like 
a honeycomb. Only part of th» feed 
oonaumed ever gets to the locond 
stomach. 
The 
third, stomach, 
as 


stated above, presses out the water 
and helps to grind the feed. 
The 


fourth stomach is where the real di- 
gestion takei place. 
The carbohy- 


drates and the fat ajre taken, up by 
the blood in the fourth stomach. 


STATE HAS 123 


KINDS OF SOIL 


Illlnoli Otraif Ahead !• Thl» Llae of 


Reiwarck. 


Vrbana, 111., March 17—Illinois Is 


ten years ahead of any other state 
In soil research, including the great 
•oil survey work which has now cov- 
ered more than four-fifths of the 
•tate, according to W. L. Burlison, 
ftead of the department of agronomy 
Jn the University of Illinois. 


"So far we have fauna 12J. differ- 


ent kinds of soid in the states," Dr 
Burltsen said. "Eighty-four per cent 
of the state has been mapped and the 
different types of soil «nd fertility 
Indicated." The soil survey publishes 
these county soil maps, together -with 
Information concerning the land, as 
soon as possible after each county 
survey has been completed. 


THE GOAL. 


In speaking of the work 
of the 


tgronbmy and soil fertility depart- 
ment«, he said that the "ultimate goal 
!• to conserve Illinois' resources by 
proper crop rotation and fertiliza- 
tion." 


He drew the lesson of conservation 


from India, a country whose natural 
resource* were at one time a* abund- 
ant as those of the United Statescbut 
•which, through Ignorance, hat been 
laid waste.

by an average hen just for mainten 
ance. In the aibove ration the corn or 
Its oquivolcnt IB used for mainten 
ance and the rest ot the ration prod- 
uce eggs. 


DIVISION OF NUTRIMENT. 


Out of every fifty pounds of a bal- 


anced ratkra fed, eighteen to nine- 
teen pounds go for egg production. A 
ration made up o'f 60 pounds corn and 
three pounds oyster shells is enough 
only for elxty eggs. 


The reason why so many flocks of 


poultry in this county average only 
69 egrgs per hen per year is due to 
lack o* proper amount and the right 
kind of feed. Feed a t>a.la,nced ration 
the year round.

INOCULATION OF 


LEGUMES URGED 


Experience has clearly demonstrat 


ed that alfalfa, sweet 
clover, soy 


beans and similar legumes do best 
when the seed is properly inoculated, 
says Farm Adviser AVatson of Piatt. 
It is even claimed by some authorities 
that the farmer is well repaid by 
inoculating red clover seed. 


A good job of inoculating1 can be 


done by mixing a small amount of 
well inoculated soil with water until 
it becomes of a thin muddy consis 
tency. Sprinkle this on the seed. Tho 
seed should be shoveled over and 
again so that some ot the muddy ma- 
terial clings to each individual seed, 
In drying, do not expose^ inoculated 
seed to eun. The seed may be planted 
any time after it beoomes dry. It Is 
posslbl* to got too much wdter on 
the seed; use only enough to moisten,

Corrosive sublimate is a deadly 


poison and should bo used with the 
greatest possible care. 
It is not 'a 


good Idea to keep poisons around or 
in stock any more than is absolute- 
ly necessary. 


The powder should be dissolved in 


a quart or more of not water. Use 
only wooden or earthen vessels. 


Spread the treated potatoes\out In 


shallow piles to dry. Cut the seed 
for planting after treating. Use the 
solution for treat'ng not more than 
three batches and then use now ma- 
terial.

boulders and over 200 loads of brick 
bats and gravel have h$cn placed S3 
as to firmly reinforce the bottom for 
a distance of about sixty-five fee'. 
The greatest disturbance seems to be 
about thirty feet from the base of 
the dam, when the water bubbles to 
the surface after the drop from the 
dam crest.

Tried to Start Fire with 


Kerosene. 


Mrs. 
Martha Hill of Vandalia, who 


was fatally burned Thursday morn- 
Ing while lighting a fire with kero- 
sene, spent her last conscious mo- 
ments before her death In trying to 
convey to other housewives a warn- 
ing not to do as she had Oone. She 
knew better, she said, but was care- 
less. 


Mrs. Hill, the wife of Vcrnle Hill, 


rural route carrier, was attempting 
to rebuild a fire about 5:30 In the 
morning and was using a two gallon 
can of kerosene. The kerosene form 
ed a gas which exploded the can and 
threw the burning oil over the room 
and over her.
